THE LATE MR WM. C. JACK. 


OBITUARY. 
. +O: ” 
MR.W. C. JACK.” 


It is with extremé regret. that 
we chronicle the death of Mr. 
William Charles Jack, MINA. 
head of the well-known firm of 
W. C. Jack and Co., Ltd, which 
occurred at his residence, in 
Kowloon, last evening, at the age 
of 62 years. The sad news, when 
it became known this morning, 
came as. a surprise to- his 
many friends and acquaint- 
ances, as he had not been 
ill ‘for ‘very long. though 


™lof late his health had- not 


been altogether good. Quite 
recently'he contracted: jaundice, 
and: this led td internal troubles 
resulting in hemorrhages. Yes- 
terday he me ‘unconscious 


‘and he was given up» by his 


doctor. He passed away’ last 
evening..- * - 

The late Mr. Jack was one: of 
the ‘oldest’. and best - known 
residents of the Colény, having 
lived here for over twenty years. 
Born at Portsoy, Scotland, he 
served his apprenticeship as a 
marine engineer at George Clark's 
Southwick Engine Works, Sun- 
derland. 
janior engineer 
Richardson’s, | Newcastle on 
yne, in -1879, and ‘became 
Chief Engineer in 1882, Five 
years later he wes appoipted In- 
genieur en Chef of the “Service 
Subventionne des © Correspond- 
ances Fluviales,” Tonkin, which 
post. he held for eleven years, 
building 2 fleot of river steamers; 
which included the light draft 
stern wheel steamer “Yunnan,” 
the first steam- vessel to success- 
fully navigate the Red River and 
reach the Chinese frontierthrough 
Tonkin, 1890. In recognition of 
this he received from the French 
Government the decoration - of 
Officer of the Order of the Im- 
perial Dragon of Annam. <6 

It was in 1898 that. he joined 
the Hongkong. and ampoa 
Dock as Superintendent 
Engineer, and as their represént- 
ative contracted with Admiral 
Dewey for the salvaze of sunken 
Spanish" war vessels in Manila} 
Bay, three of which were success- 
fully floated and refitted in Hong-, 
kong for the U.S. Navy. From
